were a jelly-like substance, and some 
parts of its surface are moving rela- 
tively to other _ parts. 
This startling 


suggestion is put forward by Prof. W. 
de Sitter of the University of Leyden, 
in Nature. According to the professor 
it would follow that the distance be- 
tween various points on its surface is 
shifting- slightly. Wireless time-sig- 
nals exchanged between various ob- 
servatories have shown discrepancies, 
reaching on occasions several tenth of 
a second. 


Similar fluctuations in recent years 


have been observed on the surface of 
the moon; in fact, something queer is 
happening in the solar system, because 
even the sun seems to have been in- 
fected by the new astronomical com- 
plaint.

The Division- of Domestic Commerce 


•For a number of years the most important bureau of the 


Department of Commerce has been the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, but lack of appropriation has made 
it necessary for this bureau to center most of its activities on 
the "foreign" rather than the "domestic"'features of the work 
assigned to it. 'However the last Congress gave some" money 
for the domestic side of the bureau and it has recently organi- 
zed for the purpose of carrying out its proper functions. 


Mr. Irving S. Paull is the chief of the domestic commerce 


division, and he has recently given a brief outline of the work 
the division has in contemplation. Says he: 
• 
'; 


"While the division plans to study eventually all phases 01 


'domestic commerce, its immediate activities will be directed 
toward a study of methods, costs and wastes in domestic com- 
merce distribution processes, including-the relation of trans- 
portation charges to retail prices, through cooperation of re- 
tailers, manufacturers, wholesalers and'the others agencies 
between the original purchaser and the ultimate consumer. • 


"Research is being made in the marketing of certain com- 


modities through analysis of the actual processes and costs 
of distribution, working back through retailing, jobbing, 
wholesaling, warehousing, manufasturing, preparation, as- 
sembling and marketing raw materials. ,This provides an ap- 
proach -to the complex problems of domestic commerce be- 
cause of distribution contacts with every phase of commerce 
from the production of raw materials to the ultimate delivery 
to the consumer, as well as the facilitating activities of finan- 
cing, insuring, etc. 'By confining the present study to the 
simplest phase of distribution it is possible to set up a working 
extmple of the processes of distribution and establish the 
fundamental principles involved."
